President Wilson has announced that 
the railroads will be returned by the 
government to the private owners 
March 1st. Although the trial was 
made under war conditions the exper- 
ience of government operation of rail- 
roads has been sufficient to kill the 
proposition. It is worth what it coat 
if the government Ownership dream Is 
ended. 

The Legislature of Kentucky would 
do well to consider enlarging the Jur- 
isdiction of the Railroad Commission 
so as to make It a Public Service Com- 
mission similar to that of West Vir- 
ginia. There are other things that 
need regulating as well as railroads. 
The price of gas would not be so much 
higher on this side of Big Sandy river 
than on the other. 



If Congress doesn't weaken the 
United States will soon have a law 
that will make railroad strikes unlaw- 
ful. The rights of the general public 
make such a law necessary. Not only 
the prosperity, but the health and the 
lives of the people are dependent upon 
continuous operation of the railroads. 
The country has outgrown its railway 
systems because for 13 or 15 years the 
tendency of Congress was to hamper 
the railroad business with extreme 
regulations, increasing operating costs 
and reducing revenues to such an ex 
tent that capital could not be obtained 
for railroad building and betterment. 
It is now absolutely necessary to re- 
lease the roads under moderate regu- 
lation and give them a chance to catch 
up. 

The man who announced in Congress 
recently that one of the real obstacles 
to securing an adequate coal supply Is 
the shortage of railroad cars stated a 
very pertinent fact. When mines are 
working above 60 per cent capacity 
there are not enough cars to handle the 
production. The railroads have not 
been able to buy enough cars for many 
years because of over-regulation. No 
little Jerk-water road has been per 
mitted to change the time of a pas- 
senger train ten minutes without first 
submitting the momentous proposition 
to the Interstate Commerce) Commis- 
sion at Washington for approval. Such 
fool regulations as tliln have made nec 
ussary enormous increases In clerical 
forces and have slowed up operation "to 
a disastrous extent. Freight rates to 
meet these increases were denied. 
Roads could not earn enough to pay in 
ten-..! on their indebtedness. Exten 
sions and improvements were impos 
■ible under such conditions. Deter 
ioration and failure to keep up with 
the development of the country is {he 
result and the public is now paying the 

penalty.

RISK INSURANCE 



It Is regrettuble that so muny former 
service men ur» not keeping up their 
Government life Insurance Issued thru 
the Bureau of Wur Risk Insurance in 
Washington. The fact seems to be due 
largely to widespread confusion and 
lack of Information us to the right pi 
former service men to permanent Gov- 
ernment life Insurance, and the pro- 
cess by which this Insurance may be 
retained. 

The demobilisation of our armed 
forces was so rapid and was attended 
by such uncertainty on the part of ser- 
vice men as to future civil occupations 
and permanent places of abode that It 
was not surprising that many of the 
men gave little thought to the matter 
of Insurance, others doubtless thought 
the original term insurance (War Time 
Insurance) ceased when they were de- 
mobilized and did not know it might 
be converted Into any one of the sev- 
eral forms of permanent Government 
Life Insurance (Converted Insurance.) 
Still others, Immediately upon their re- 
turn to civil life, felt ttnanciiilly unable 
to continue the Insurance. They should 
now take advantage 'of the liberal pro- 
visions for reinstatement.

Supply of Allies Deputed. 

The embarrassment of the arm! a pf 
the powers ussocliited with ihe Uni- 
ted States In the struggle against tier 
man world domltuitlpn was nol so 
great ns wus thai experienced b.v the 
fort-ea of Pershing, but— tt was serious 
nevertheless. The horse supply of 
Oreat Britain and France, although 
reinforced hy tremendoii|i Importa- 
tions from Ihe United States, South 
America, South Afrlcu, Canada and 
Australia, bad been terrihlv depleted 
by the casualties of three years of 
lighting by the time our armies be 
mine formidable. No replacements 
were svallnble. 

Thousands of fine young lives were 
sacrificed lu the titanic struggle thiit 
rated from the English channel lo III 
frontier of Switzerland from the be- 
ginning of 1018 to the middle of No- 
vember because the underhorajng of 
ullled srtlllery limited the protection 
thm artillery should have rendered to 
the attacking Infantry. Ludendorf re- 
peatedly refers in his story of the Ger- 
man defeat to merciful pauses (merci- 
ful to the hard pressud German army) 
In the French, British and American 
sliaek that enabled hla commanders 
to extricate bard ughtlng divisions 
from perilous positions thst were ne- 
cessitated by the Inability of the at- 
tacking urtlllery and transport aerv- 
Ices to keep pace with the advancing 
infantry. 

Unnecesasry hardship had to he en- 
dured by the combat troops of the ad- 
vancing forces of civilisation because 
poor horsing In the transport services 
rendered Impossible the bringing up of 
supplies In punctual military fashion. 

The fruits of victory were lost time 
snd again because of the Impossibility 
of promptly exploiting the achieve- 
meats of Infantry by the employment 
of large bodies of cavalry The lark 
of cavalry at St Mlluel. at Chateau 
Thierry, In the Argonue snd at Sedan 
imide American officers steoped in the 
traditions of Forrest and Sfunrt, of 
I'leaganton and Sheridan fairly cry. 
I here were sj>me so railed cavalry reg- 
iments in the A. K. V., but they were 
not cavalry. At no time was u single 
American cavulry regiment mounted 

Victory Would Have Been Great. 

Even the cavalry of the British and 
French armies, which had been falflj 
well horsed tit the beginning nf the 
war and more carefully conserved than 
hud been the cavalry of the other mem- 
bers of the snti-Oehnan niiinnce, was 
found wholly Insufficient to push hoite 
victory and convert mere defeats of 
the Genntin armies Into routs In com- 
parison with which the French disas- 
ters of Sedau and Metz in 1870 would 
have been considered hy the military 
writers of the future as orderly mili- 
tary operations. 

The entente allies und the United 
Suites had about three nnd a half mil- 
lion soldiers In the Held on the west- 
ern front lo October, 1018, when they 
begun to press the previously Micros - 
ful Hermann back inward the Khlne in 
deadly earnest. If 800,000 to oOO.OOO 
of these fighting men had been cavalry 
mounted ou half bred horses, the be t 
military oplulon in this country and 1 1 
France and Great F.rltsln holds, the 
German defeat would have been the 
most complete and most humiliating 
defeat In military history.

There haa been no omnibus public 
building bill passed for seven years. 
There are Democratic members willing 
to support such legislation and in the

HOW THE DOG LAW 
WORKEfl IN KY. 



Frankfort. Ky.— Although there were 
8.541 casualties among dogs In Ken- 
tucky from gunshot wounds indicted 
by the sheriffs during 1919. the number 
brought to light by the new dog license 
law still exceeds the number reported 
by the founty Assessors by 6tf,WS, and 
thev killed 2,050 fewer sheep In 1919 
than they did In 1918. 

The value of the sheep they destroy- 
ed 1 was $33. 595.60 less than last year, 
according to compilation made I v Mat 
S. Cohen, Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture. 

The reduction In the number of 
sheep killed Is attributed to ihe fact 
that, even when licensed, dogs must be 
kept up at night. Since that '« the 
first year for the new law a great Many 
aheep were killed before the organi- 
sation could be effected to cut ace the 
regulations strictly. Commissioner 
Cohen estimates that the sheep indus- 
try has been Increased nt lea 35 per. 
•ent silica the protective mas'i a have 
gone Into effect. 

pdgs reported by the County Asses- 
rs numbered 179.12S. while licenses 
were issued for t!!6,»2l. &M6 unli- 
tised dogs were Impounded and 8,318 
more. killed. In addition 287 kennel 
licenses were Issued for H.3I8 dogs 

The number of sheep killed was 3 43 
compared with 3.488 in 1918. The value 
of sheep killed in 1919 was J41.683.71 
and In 1918 175.279.31, according to 
claims for reparation made by their 
owners
